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TUBERCULOSIS 


The  Tuberculosis  Register  in  the  past  has  not  reflected  a  true 
picture  of  the  incidence  of  this  disease.  Each  year  new  cases  have 
been  included  in  the  register  but  due  to  movement  from  the  area 
without  notification,  and  also  incomplete  notification  of  recoveries, 
the  register  has  included  cases  which  should  have  been  deleted. 

During  the  year  a  new  register  has  been  compiled  and  this 
extensive  task  could  not  have  been  completed  without  the  ready 
assistance  given  to  me  by  the  Tubercu'osis  Officer,  Dr.  D.  S.  Hayes, 
and  by  Mr.  Skerratt  of  the  North  Staffordshire  Royal  Infirmary,  and 
for  this  assistance  I  wish  to  record  my  grateful  thanks. 

As  a  result  it  is  now  possible  to  present  to  you  the  corrected 
figures  as  far  as  can  be  ascertained,  and  the  position  at  31st  December 
1  960  is  as  follows ;  —

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

The  early  part  of  the  year  saw  the  completion  of  Brown  Edge 
Sewerage  Scheme  (Lane  Ends  and  Chapel  Lane  Areas)  and  also  the 
extensions  to  the  sewage  disposal  works  at  Baddeley  Green  and 
Norton  Green. 

The  conditions  prevailing  at  the  Endon  Sewage  disposal  works 
continue  to  give  rise  for  concern  as  the  ever-increasing  overload 
is  naturally  reducing  the  efficiency  of  the  plant  with  the  consequent 
reduction  in  the  quality  of  the  effluent. 


CONVERSION  OF  PRIVIES  TO  WATER  CLOSETS 

The  Council  makes  contributions  to  property  owners  desirous 
of  converting  their  toilets  into  water  closets/  the  contribution  being 
up  to  half  the  cost  of  the  work  with  a  maximum  of  £20.  During  the 
year  17  applications  were  approved,  the  Council's  total  contribution 
for  these  being  £332  10s. 

Further  to  the  above  under  the  Improvement  Grant  conditions, 
26  conversions  were  carried  out  as  part  of  the  improvements. 
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PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


Refuse  and  nightsoil  is  collected  from  dwellings  in  every  parish 
of  the  district  by  direct  labour  and  tipping  is  carried  out  at  the 
varous  village  tips  which  are  levelled  and  tidied  from  time  to  time. 

The  tip  at  Stockton  Brook  is  now  taking  the  bulk  of  the  refuse 
and  tipping  is  carried  out  without  nuisance  to  the  neighbourhood. 
A  full  time  tip  attendant  levels  and  covers  all  refuse  immediately 
and  also  keeps  the  tip  rat-free.  The  site  is  comparatively  dry  and 
there  is  no  smell  nuisance.  The  method  of  tipping  prevents  over¬ 
heating  and  any  fires  are  quickly  brought  under  control. 

The  work  on  nightsoil  has  been  further  reduced  by  privy 
conversions  in  the  Light  Oaks  and  Brown  Edge  areas. 

During  the  year  289  visits  and  inspections  in  respect  of  Refuse 
Collection  were  made  by  the  Public  Health  Officers.
